VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia’s 
28,000 coast lumber workers were served notice of 
lockout Thursday by the B.C forest industry. 

Th e notic e,-served in the wake of a wildcat 
protest by 500 workers in Vancouver at the Weld- 
wood of Canada Ltd. plant, is effective any time 
after 3:30 pan. Saturday. It is valid for 90 days. 

Weldwood workers walked off the job to pro¬ 
test what they termed the delay in arriving at a 
new contract between the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, which represents the 20.000 
workers, and Forest Industrial Relations, which 
represents 126 companies. 


The wildcat walkout was not sanctioned by the 
union, and labor officials appealed to other workers 
to remain at work during negotiations. Strikers 
said they planned to stay out until the contract is 
settled. 

The IWA later announced F.I.R. has made an 
offer that included a wage increase of 13 cents an 
hour effective June 15 and a further 15 cents June 
15,1969, and other fringe benefits. 

Jack Moore. IWA regional president, said that 
while the offer is not satisfactory it's “the first real 
indication from the industry that they are serious 
about negotiating an agreement. 


“Despite the fact that this offer came as an 
ultimatum which included a threat of lockout and 
employer items to which we object we felt we now 
have reason to hope for an early settlement pro¬ 
vided negotiations continue.” 

IWA negotiators expressed surprise at the 
lockout notice. 

The IWA contract expired June 14 but remains 
in effect while talks continue. Management had 
warned the union any selective strike against one 
company would be followed by a lockout.

High-Speed Chases 


A NEW EVALUATION of police “hot pursuit" pro¬ 
cedures in the United States has beat recom¬ 
mended before the American Medical Association by 
two physicians, members of an automotive safety 
committee. They dted an annual death rate of more 
than 500 in high-speed chases. They concluded, after 
study, that three-quarters of such chases involved only 
minor traffic offenders as the pursued. They also 
asserted that. 70 per cent of the chases ended in 
accidents, many of them aerious, a large portion fatal. 

We do not know how the Canadian record would 
compare with that of the United States. But there is 
reason to believe that it would be similar in its 
proportions. The U.S. findings should stir attomeys- 
general in this country to review police practices and 
the results. 























Trying to Create New Image of Nationalist Hero 


Power-Hungry Ky Alters Style 


By MICHAEL GOLDSMITH, from Saigon 

South Vietnam's flamboyant Nguyen Cao Ky, 
foiled in the ambition to become chief of state, has 
abruptly changed style and tactics. His ultimate 
objective—power—remains unchanged. 

Instead of his lamed Captain Midnight flying suit with 
lavender scarf and black baseball cap, the vice-president 
now wears a Mao jacket. 


Instead oi cultivating friends in the U.S. embassy, Ky 
has withdrawn into semi-isolation and embarrasses American 
officials with thinly-veiled attacks on the United States. 

The 37-year-old swashbuckler with a passion for exploits 
has virtually broken with the American-backed regime of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 

Reduced to ceremonial functions assigned to the vice¬ 
presidency by South Vietnam's new constitution. Ky still 
l>a)ns lip service to the regime. But in the public mind he js a 
more immediate threat to Thieu than the Viet Gong. 


In his new image, Ky wants to appear a nationalist hem, 
seeking to free his country as much from the American 
presence as from the threat of communism. 

He remains the most prominent and most determined 
foe of any kind of accommodation or discussion with the 
Viet Gong. 

Thieu ha* worked to ease Ky's friends and influence out 
of the regime. Ky suspects the president of secretly planning 
a sell-out to the Viet Cong.

New Brain Theory Advanced 

‘Mental Scurvy?’

cular pains. But could there 
be a kind of mental scurvy, 
affecting only the brain? 

Might, in fact, a lot of men¬ 
tal disease is due to chemical 
deficiencies and excesses in 
the brain not detectable else¬ 
where in the body. 

The new theory of mental 
fitness has been put farward 
in the journal. Science, by 
Linus Pauling, twice a Nobel 
p r iz e wi nner (chemistry and 
peace). 

A A * 

Pauling points out taat there 
are mental symptoms in many 
vitamin deficiency diseases, 
and that sometimes they ap¬ 
pear before the more obvious 
physical symptoms, presum¬ 
ably because the brain is more 
sensitive to the shortage. 

Vitamins have been used to 
treat a number of mental con¬ 
ditions, with some success. 


Significantly, too. the propor¬ 
tion of mental patients with 
a be low-average amount of 
vitamin B 12 in their blood is 
bigger than in the general 
population. 

Another possibility raised by 
Pauling is that deficiencies of 
things like vitamins could 
•rise locaJly in the brain, so 
that blood tests would not 
show anything abnormal. 

Local deficiencies could 
•rise in two ways: by an ex¬ 
ceptionally rapid turnover in 
the brain of toe chemical in 
question, or by some altera¬ 
tion in the blood brain barrier 
which prevented it from get¬ 
ting through.

Frank Perri, founder and 
part owner of a group of pro¬ 
duce markets in Toronto, says 
the yellow color is the clue for 
several fruits. Both apricots 
and light plums should be yel¬ 
low and red at their best. The 
background of a cantaloupe 
rind should also be yellow. 


He estimates that most 
produce in a city market 
at least eight hours from its 
fickl. Trucked in from South¬ 
ern areas, it is two or three 
days away, at least. 

' Nothing is left cet its origi¬ 
nal plant nowadays until it is 
aged. Everything is pickod 
ahead of time, and I think 
it's just as good. The odds of 
finding a ripe tomato on a 
vine in a commercial field are 
very alim." 


"It might mature in the 
refrigerator a bit, but it won't 
taste right because it's not a 
natural ripening temperature." 

A point to remember, of 
course, is that produce will 
ripen fastest on the hottest 
days. 

Dark plums, cherries, as¬ 
paragus and corn look ripe 
when they are, too. In the 
first three cases, dark purple 
is the ripest shade. Asparagus 
tips should have a purplish 
tinge and b£ tightly layered. 
Corn at its best is not dark 
yellow, but a pale yellow just 
off white.

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia's 
28,000 coast lumber workers were served notice of 
lockout Thursday by the B.C, forest industry. 

The notice, served in the wake of a wildcat 
protest by 300 workers in Vancouver at the Weld- 
wood of Canada Ltd. plant, is effective any time 
after 3:30 pjn. Saturday. It is valid for 90 days. 

Weldwood workers walked off the job to pro¬ 
test what they termed the delay in arriving at a 
new contract between the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, which represents the 26,000 
workers, and Forest Industrial Relations, which 
represents 126 companies.

John M. BUlings. president of F.I.R., said “we 
have been forced to issue this notice because of a 
selective strike in the industry." 

The Wektwood walkout began with 150 men 
from the night shift at 8 pjn.

“In addition, there are numerous slowdowns 
throughout the industry, including Pacific Veneer, 
the E. L. Sauder Lumber Company, Fraser Mills, 
Chemainus, Vancouver Plywood, and Nanaimo 
River Logging," said Mr. Billings. 


The wildcat walkout was not sanctioned by the 
union, and labor officials appealed to other workers 
to remain at work during negotiations. Strikers 
said they planned to stay out until the contract is 
settled. * 

The IWA later announced F.LR. has made an 
offer that included a wage increase of 15 cents an 
hour effective June 15 and a further 15 cents June 
15,1969, and other fringe benefits. 

Jack Moore, IWA regional president, said that 
while the offer is not satisfactory it's “the first teal 
indication from the industry that they are serious 
about negotiating an agreement. 


“Despite the fact that this offer came as an 
ultimatum which included a threat of lockout and 
employer items to which we object we felt we now 
have reason to hope for an early settlement pro¬ 
vided negotiations continue." 

IWA negotiators expressed surprise at the 
lockout notice. 

The IWA contract expired June 14 but remains 
in effect while talks continue. Management had 
warned the union any selective strike against one 
company would be followed by a lockout.

The notice, served in the wake of a wildcat 
protest by 500 workers in Vancouver at the Weld- 
wood of Canada Ltd. plant, is effective any time 
after 3.30 p.m. Saturday. It is valid for 90 days. 

Weldwood workers walked off the job to pro¬ 
test what they termed the delay in arriving at a 
new contract between the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, which represents the 26.000 
workers, and Forest Industrial Relations, which 
represents 126 companies. 


The wildcat walkout was not sanctioned by the 
union, and labor officials appealed to other workers 
to remain at work during negotiations. Strikers 
said they planned to stay out until the contract is 
settled. 

The TWA later announced F.I.R. has made an 
offer that included a wage increase of 15 cents an 
hour effective June 15 and a further 15 cents June 
15, 1969, and other fringe benefits. 

Jack Moore, IWA regional president, said that 
while the offer is not satisfactory it's "the first real 
indication from the industry that they are serious 
about negotiating an agreement 


“Etespite the fact that this offer came as an 
ultimatum which included a threat of lockout and 
employer items to which we object we felt we now 
have reason to hope for an early settlement pro¬ 
vided negotiations continue.” 

IWA negotiators expressed surprise at the 
lockout notice.
